Ml CAUSE PANIC 
mum RIVER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.— 


Caught in a subway train 
during the rush hour, in a 
tunnel under the East River, 
while great clouds of smoke 
rolled up around them, sev- 
eral hundred men and wom- 
en today trampled each oth- 
er in their excitement and smash- 
ed the windows with their firsts. 
Police estimated 80 were injured 
many of them cut and bruised and 
all suffering from smoke Inhala- 
tion. 


Thirty-five were taken 
to St. 
John's hospital in Long Island City, 
where it was said they all had acute 
bronchitis from the smoke. - 
In efforts to escape from 
the 
train excited passengers broke win- 
clows in some of the cars, cutting 
themselves with glass. 
Meanwhile fumes of burning in- 
sulation seeped into the cars with 
the result many passengers became 
excised and began to fight their 
way out. Windows were broken, 
and many passengers were cut and 
bruised. 


Rushed From Tunnel.. 
When the power was turned off, 
the passengers rushed from 
the 
cars to the road bed of the tunnel, 
Some walked to Queens Plaza sta- 
tion about half a mile away, many 
walked to an emergency exit and 
climbed out on 
Welfare 
Island, 
while others were taken aboard a 
train on the opposite track and re- 
moved from the tunnel. 


B. M. T. officials said the motor- 


man brought his train to a stop 
and sent in a call for an emergen- 
cy crew as soon as he noted a flare 
on the third rail. 
A police emergency squad and 
two ambulances were 
sent to 
Queens Plavia to care for the in- 
jured. First reports were that 25 
persons were taken to St. John's 
Hospital in Long Island City for 
teratment. Later, however, police 
said 60 persons were attended for 
minor injuries and smoke inhala- 
tion. 


Emergency Gate Broken Open. 
In all, 40 passengers made their 
way through the smoke-filled tun- 
nel to the emergency gate leading 
to Welfare Island. This gate Is 
protected by a high iron gate kept 
locked to prevent prisoners on the 
island from using the tunnel as a 
moans of escape. The key to the 
gate is kept, by the warden, but 
when news of the accident reached 
the island Deputy Warden 
Fred- 
Pagan summoned several keepers 
and went to the emergency exit. 
With crowbars and hammers they 
forced open the lock on the gate, 
descended into the tunnel and led 
the passengers up the steps of the 
exit. The majority of the passen- 
gers were coughing and choking 
from the smoke, but only one of 
them required medical attention.

Dec. 23. —W— The 
most hopeful sign since closjng of 
the Mexican consulate here was 
seen by border business men to- 
day in the new Mexican customs 
law which becomes effective 
in 
January. 
Under these regulations, the con- 
sulate no longer will be the clear- 
ing house 
for American exports, 
this business reverting to the cus- 
toms house. The 10 per cent con- 
sular'fee is eliminated. 
To Laredo commercial interests It 
appeared the consulate would again 
take up the duty of issuing pass- 


ports and other business- handled 
prior to the time the export busi- 
ness was assumed. If this is done, 
business men said, closing of ihn 
consulate will not 
affect export 
and import business through the 
port of Lacedo. 
An average of $3,000,000 worth 


of American goods had been clear- 
ed through 
the 
consulate here 
monthly, the fee amounting to ap- 
proximately $300,000 monthly. Here- 
after, any fee will be collected at 
the customs house. 
Shippers regard the new law as 
an improvement'.

Itself no binding effect and was In- 
tended fdr the guidance of the car- 
j-iers in taking voluntary action. It 
Is believed In many quarters that,

For this reason there was a par-

Consolidation Plans 


Denounced by Ripley 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 2.—UPl 
—The "father" of the Interstate 


Commerce Commissions railroad 
consolidation proposals 
in 1921, 
Professor W. Z. Ripley of Harvard 
University, economist and 
trans- 
portation expert, today denounced 
the new plan submitted to congress 
as failing to provide either "operat- 
ing efficiency or financial equality." 


Prof Ripley, who, as special ex- 
aminer on consolidation for 
the 


commission, drew up the prelimin- 
ary plan which essentially made up 
the 1921 proposals, declared his be- 
lief that "economic philandering 
rather than 
statesmanship" had 
characterized the commission on 
consolidation. 


The principle of "even handed 


competition at as many points as 
possible" was not embodied In the 
plan, Prof.. Ripley said. "It is In- 
conceivable," he continued, "that 
the Wabash, which Is a string line 
anyway, could be built Into any- 
thing like an even handed competi- 
tor with the powerful Pennsylvania, 
New York Central,. Baltimore and 
Ohio and Van Swerlngen systems." 
Prof. Ripley said another, funda- 
mental principle disregarded was 
the attempt "to confine each sys- 
tem to a definite rate territory." 
The New England roads," he ex- 
plained, "are projected into trunk 
line territory, the Illinois Central 
Is extended far to the north and in- 
to the Southwest, the Burlington 
reaches from Canada to Mexico, and 
so It goes, disregarding boundaries 
which with more and more distinct- 
ness have been set to these rate ad- 
justment territories."

AUSTIN, Dec. 20.—WV-The third 
court of civil-appeals today affirm- 
ed the Travis county district court 
In holding that Gordon Griffin of 
McAllen had been elected district 
judge of Hidalgo county over Judge 
J. E. Leslie of Edlnburg, incum- 
bent. 


The trial court found the county 
commissioners 
court of Hidalgo 


county acted unlawfully in reject- 
ing returns of the Weslaco box and 
refusing to 
include the 
results 
there in the canvas. 


Returns as 
canvassed by 
the 
commissioners gave Judge Leslie 
the office by a majority of a few 
votes, but it was alleged the Wes- 
laco box had voted overwhelming- 
ly for Griffin, swinging the election 
to him. 
The commissioners claimed they 


did not count the Weslaco votes 
because the envelope bearing them 
was unsealed and because of al- 
leged irregularities :n the voting. 


Leslie, judge of the 93rd judicial 
district, was the democratic nomi- 
nee and Griffin ran on the inde- 
pendent ticket in ttie general elec- 
tion of 1928. 


Griffin sought an Injunction in 
the Travis county district court to 
enjoin Mrs. Jane Y. McCallum, sec- 
retary of State, from opening the 
returns 
from 
Hidalgo 
county, 
claiming they did not reflect the 
true result. The court granted the 
Injunction and the case was ap- 
pealed. 
Name of neither candidate was 


printed on the ballot. Each voter 
wrote the name of the candidate 
of his choice on his ballot. Judge 
Leslie had become confused as to 
when his four year term expired, 
having originally been elected to fill 
out an unexpired term and neglect- 
ed to make application' to have his 
name printed on the democratic 
ballot In the July primary. 
The total vote, excluding the Wes- 
laco box, showed Leslie received 
3498,votes and Griffin received 3484 
votes, a mapority for Leslie of 14 
votes. Returns from the/ Weslaco 
box showed Leslie received 93 vot- 
es there and Griffin 689 votes. If 
the Weslaco box had been count- 
ed. Griffin would have received a 
majority in the "district of 582 vot- 
es.The trial on the merits of the 
case waa before a jury, but at the 
close of the evidence the court per- 
emptorily instructed a verdict for 
the plaintiff.
